Edward Singleton. 


Hat Edward Singleton had the Misfortune to take ſome Lands from the Earl of 
Athlone, in the Lower part of the Barony of Slane and County of Mcarh, 
under the yearly Rent of 486 1. Ster. which was more then the faid Lands 
yielded before the late Troubles in Ireland, and were fo very dear fer, that 
the ſaid Edward Singleton would have thrown up his Leaie, but thar the {aid 
Earl being very ſenſible of the hardneſs of the Bargain, and being willing to encontage 
Proteſtant Tenants to Settle and Improve in that Wild Country, did abate 40 /. per 4.,-un; 
of the Raid reſerved Rent ; That the faid Earl coming for Ireland about Two years ſince, 
and- being reſolved to Fine off part of his Rents, the ſaid Edward Singleton not being wil- 
ling that -a Stranger ſhould come over his Head, did, by Advice of his Councel, Fine off 
as much of his Rent as came to 14791, Srer. which he was adviſed to do by his Councel, 
who aſſured him, that the ſaid Earl had a very good Eſtate in Law, in the ſaid Lands, and 
that the Taid Lands being confirmed to the faid Earl by A& of Parliament in Ire/and, was a 
very good and ſufficient Title, and the higheſt Securicy that any Man in Ireland had, or 
could Fave, for his Eſtate ; and therefore depending upon the Security of the Law, was 
induced to Deal with the faid Earl, tho he was forced to borrow the Money, he having 
expended what he could get before in Improving the ſaid Lands ; That the ſaid Lands had 
never before been poſleſt by any Proteſtants, but was a very Wild 1riſh part of the Country, 
infomuch that for ſome years the faid Edward Singleton could not Ride a Mile thereabout 
with ſafety, without 3 or 4 Men well Armed in his Company ; That the ſaid Edward Single. 
ton hath encouraged ſeveral Proteſtants to Sit down and Improve on the faid Lands, and 
was forced to give ſome of them Houſes, and Gardens, and Grafing free, to encourage 
them to come there ; That he hath Promoted and Contributed to the Building of the 
Pariſh Church, and that by his Endeavours there, hath encouraged a great many Prote- 
ſtants to Plant themſelves in and near the ſaid Lands, fo that there are generally Sixty Pro. 
teſtants at Church there every Sunday, where there was never one before ; That he hath 
built a very good Houſe, a Pidgeon-Houſe, and other Houſes, Planted an Orchard, and 
very much Improved the ſaid Lands by cutting ſeveral Hundred Acres of Shrub that ren- 
dred it unprofitable, and by Cutting and Scowring ſeveral Thouſand Perches of Ditches 
and-. Drains, fo that purely by his Improvements, the ſaid Lands are much more Valuable, 
then otherwiſe they would have been, and is very confident it the faid Lands had not been 
ſet to ſuch an Improving Tenant, there never could have been made the Relerved Rent 
of 486 1. per Annim out of the faid Lands, fo that with his Improvements he hath laid out 
upwards of 2000 /. Ster. being the ages part of his Subſtance, ſo that if he be not Re- 
lieved by the Honourable Houſe of Commons, it will tend to the utter Ruine of him 
and his Numerous Family, having Twelve Children ; Therefore the faid Edward Singleton 
humbly Hopes, that the Honourable Houſe of Commons will particularly take his Caſe 
into their Conſideration, and in regard he is likely to loſe the greateſt part of the 1470 /. 
he paid the Earl of Arhlone, they will preferve to him the Leaſe of years of the ſaid Lands 
that he had under the Earl of Arhlone, at 486 1, per Annum, it being the full Improved 
Rent, except what the Land is bettered by his Improvements : And it is moſt Humbly Ot- 
ferd to the Conſideration of the Honourable the Houſe of Commons, that a Clauſe may 
be Incerted in the Bill now depending before them relating to the ſaid Forteiced Eſtates, 
Impowering the Truſtees to Examine the Truth of the ſaid Edward Singletor's Allegations, 
and that finding them to be true, they may have Power to preſerve to him the Leaſe of 
years made by the Earl of Arhlone under the Rent of 486 /. per Anmum, of which Leate 
there is about 24 years yet unexpired, which will in ſome meaſure enable him to ſupport his 
Numerous Family, and will be a great Relief to many Engliſh Proteſtant Families who live 
on the ſaid Lands, and hold under his Title, who have laid out moſt part of their Subſtance 
in Building and other Improvements on the {aid Land. 
All which s with the greateſt Deference and Humility humbly ſubmitted to the great
